Massachusetts House 
Passes Gas Tax Bill 
Of 2 Cents Per Gallon! 





Boston, March 26.—Massachusetts 
motorists are now a step nearer to 
paying a gasoline tax of 2 cents a 
gallon in 1929. The House of Rep- 
resentatives has just passed the bill 
calling for a 2-cent tax and a 70 
per cent. reduction in registration 
fees. The passing of this bill was 
by no means unanimous. In _pass- 
ing it to engrossment the roll call 
vote showed 116 for and 98 against. 

This close call was not surprising, 
as the House ways and means com- 
mittee showed considerable opposi- 
tion to it in its present form. It is 
also questionable whether or not it 
meets with the approval of Gov. 
Fuller in case it is successful in 
passing in the Senate. The bill now 
goes to the Senate ways and means 
committee and there will probably 
be further hearings before that 
body during the next two weeks.

Mr. Packard, with his brother, Will, got interested in the 
automobile in 1893, when he acquired a De Dion-Bouton 
tricycle. Six years later the first Packard cars were made, 
the annual output then being five one-cylinder cars. 

Under the style of the Ohio Automobile Company, the 
manufacture continued, and the Packard Motor Company 
was organized in 1902. Its removal to Detroit followed and

James Packard was a man of many interests. He was 
graduated from Lehigh in 1884 and later worked as a sta- 
tionary engineer and as one of the pioneers in the manufaé- 
ture of electric lamps. 

His life long, James Packard was a mechanic. He 
loved to tinker with mechanical devices, and his homes were 
well supplied with adding machines, typewriters, motor- 


‘cycles, and even automobiles, on which he exercised his bent. 


He had founded the bicycle club at Lehigh, and until he 
was in his last illness he was an enthusiastic cyclist. Motor- 
boats were among his many hobbies, and he maintained a 
fleet of these on Lake Chautauqua. His interest naturally 
included aviation, and he made frequent flights. 

He was an ardent collector of watches, clocks and guns, 
and his store of these constituted one of the most complete 
and varied in the country. His philanthropies were varied, 
too. He gave liberally to hospitals and other institutions of 
human service, and among his liberalities was a million- 
dollar engineering building to his old alma mater at South 
Bethlehem.

OMMENT has from time to time been made here on the 
growing importance of the motor truck in transport- 
ing livestock to market. Figures recently compiled by the 
corn belt farm dailies, covering transportation of this spe- 
cial type show that about 1,500,000 more animals were 
carried in 1927 than in 1926. More than 5,500,000 hogs, 
over 1,100,000 sheep, nearly 1,000,000 cattle and just under 
750,000 calves were delivered to eighteen markets only. At 
one of the eighteen, in one day, 473 trucks were checked in. 
They had traveled an average of 43.9 miles and 63 per cent. 
of the shipments originated within a radius of fifty miles 
from the market surveyed. The number of towns from 
which the shipments were received was 162. Carrying live- 
stock to market by motor truck has grown enormously within 
the last five years, but authorities say that only a beginning 
has been made in realizing the potentialities of this means 

of transportation in one special field. 

It would have required 141,603 single deck freight cars 
to handle the live stock of record that traveled to market in 
motor trucks last year. This may in-:some measure account 
for the comparatively small amount of railroad equipment 
of this type placed with the railroads last year; with two 
exceptions, it was the smallest recorded in twenty-seven 
years. The wise railroad managers are adopting the motor 
truck as a valuable adjunct to their business of transporting 
merchandise, of all kinds and classes.

I found encouragement, however, 
fm the fact that with Ford left out 
of the calculation the comparative 
totals were 4,966 against 4,849, all 
other makes thus showing a gain of 
117 or 2.4 per cent. 

The figures with Ford in the run- 
ning were 5,115 against 5,848, a loss 
of 123 per cent. fram February, 
1927. Los Angeles cuunty is still 
1,516 or 12.7 per cent. behind the 
two months’ total of last year, the 
comparative sales to date being 
10,409 and 11,925. 

When, however, one comes to look 
at the February and to date sales

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The Illinois Gas Tax Decision 
OME weeks ago The Automotive Daily News called atten- 
tion to the decision rendered by the Supreme Court of 
Illinois to the effect that the 2-cent gasoline tax, which has | 
been in force in that state since last August, was unconsti- 
tutional. We pointed out at that time that this decision 

ntight have far-reaching effect on the fuel tax situation. 

Of course, the Illinois decision is not binding on other 
states. Fuel tax laws in other commonwealths may have 
been drawn with proper regard for the state constitutions 
of the respective communities. However, the Illinois decision 
does point the way for testing of laws which there may be | 
reason for believing unconstitutional. 

The whole trend of fuel taxation has been for a con-| 
stantly rising scale, which will eventually become oppressive. | 
In some states today as much as 5 cents per gallon is now 
charged on gasoline. This amounts to as much as 25 per 
cent. of the average price of motor fuel. Unless a way to 
stop this peculiar form of impost is found, the tax will be} 
lifted to higher levels, where it will tend to cut down the| 
use of motor vehicles to a serious degree. 

Since the Illinois decision was rendered, the Ohio 
state fuel tax has been taken into court and is now under 
test for its constitutionality. We shall probably see a 
great many state laws of this sort on trial for their lives. 
The hope of the motoring~community for relief from 
oppressive fuel taxation lies in appeals of this sort. 


Linking Cuba and the U. S. | 


” the opening of an overseas automobile ferry between 

Key West, Fla., and Havana, one of the strongest links 
between the United States and the Republic of Cuba has 
been forged. This transocéanic ferry traverses ninety miles 
of open sea in a trip that takes about five hours to complete. 
The boats carry both cars and passengers and there is no 
question that the trip will be a popular one. It will give a 
more intimate contact between the two countries than almost 
any other method of transportation could do. 

With the completion of an automobile road into Key 
West, American motorists will be able to drive from any 
part of the country into the bit of old Spain that remains 
in the former Spanish colony that was the bone of conten- 
tion between the two countries in 1898. The recent decision 
of the Cuban government to complete the 700-mile central |. 
highway within the next few years will make Cuba one of | 
the motoring paradises of the world. |

Automotive Communications 
UST what improved facilities mean in the use of motor 
vehicles is extremely well illustrated ‘in the brief history 
of the operation of the Holland Vehicular Tunnel, which 
connects New York city with New Jersey. ‘This tunnel has 
now been in operation somewhat over three months, say 100 
days. During that period 2,077,698 motor vehicles of all 
types, passenger cars, motor trucks and buses, have passed 
through the twin tubes. No figures have been announced 
on the revenue taken in, but with the tariff for passenger 
cars at 50 cents, the average must be about 60 cents per 
vehicle. This would give an income for the first three 
months of something like $1,200,000, or an approximate 
yearly income of $5,000,000. While these figures are merely 
an estimate, it is perfectly evident that an improved auto- 
motive communication between important centers of popu- 
lations will pay its way. 

The interest in all this lies in the fact that there are 
other places in the country which need similar improvements 
in their motor connections. The first cost is the great obsta- 
cle. With the Holland Tunnel as a laboratory test, civic 
authorities and state governments will be able to judge the | 


financial expediency of carrying such improvements.

Some Are for It—Some Against, 
In Any Case Stock Control Systems 
Are Important in Its Application

AND-TO-MOUTH BUYING! 
Some exponents of the old time quantity purchasing 

plan declare that while we have both hands busy feeding our 
mouths we lay ourselves open to a swift kick at the terminal | 
Perhaps they are right, 
mouth age and the old adage says that while we are “in Rome} 


vertebra. 


we must do as the Romans do.” 
There can be little doubt thate————— 


hand-to-mouth buying has increased 
the overhead costs of the wholesaler. 
His sales, packing, shipping, ware- 
housing and clerical expenses have 
risen in proportion to the rise in the 
tide of.hand-to-mouth buying. These 
increases of necessity must. be 
passed on to the retailer and ulti- 
mate consumer or back up against 
the manufacturer. Yet, oddly 
enough, it is the growing network of 
wholesalers that has made this 
small-order business possible. 

The manufacturer, on the other 
hand, particularly in a seasonal 
line, feels the drag of this system 
also. He is faced with two propo- 
sitions: either he may keep his 
output on an even keel, storing 
his surplus against the rush sea- 
son, or keep his plant at peak ca- 
pacity during the rush reason and 
suffer the lean months at almost 
“shutdown” schedule. 

In the first plan he increases his 
warehousing expense, but he profits 
by having well-trained, contented 
employees who will stick by him, 
and often he is able to make his 
purchases more advantageously in 
an off season. In the second plan 
he has less warehousing expense. 
His pay rolls are leaner during the 
lean periods. But, 
hand, his overtime bills, cost of 
training new labor and the possible 
increase in material and labor prices 


at the time his rush comes will off- | 


set his saving in the lean seasons, 
In any event, hand-to-mouth buying 
has made the manufacturer sit up 
nights and scratch his head while 
his expenses have continued to rise. 

Hand-to-mouth buying has creat- 
ed a demand for products in small- 
er containers. This has added to 
the manufacturer’s packing, in- 
voicing and-inventory costs, and he 
has found it increasingly necessary 
to keep, more closely in touch with 


the retail trend. To this end he has |

An Added Expense 


Increased competition h as 
brought new demands also for 
new styles and frequent model 
changes. If a model goes well 
the manufacturer must be in a 
position to meet the demand for 
it while the demand exists. On 
the other hand, he must be care- 
ful not to overproduce so that 
when one model has spent its 
popularity he will not find him- 
self, his jobbers and his dealers 
overloaded with goods that must 
be closed out at a sacrifice.

To build a stock control system 
the dealer should base his cal- 
culation on the distance of his 
store from its source of supply; 
the time required for delivery 
and the mobility of his stock. His 
object should be to carry a mini- 
mum stock with safety. That is, 
supposing a dealer handling a line 
of spark plugs finds that his aver- 
age sales for one particular line 


of plugs is twenty-five plugs per | 


day. On his record sales days 
for the same plug he sold an 
average of forty plugs per day. 
His source of supply for this plug 
is three days removed. If he has 
a run of record sales days he 
must be in a position to meet the 
demand until the supply can be 
replenished. This would mean 
that his average record sales for 
a three-day period might run as 
high as 120 plugs. Hence his 
minimum stock should not fall 
below one full gross at any time. 
His maximum supply may be gov- 
erned by his knowlerdge of the 
market as to whether prices are 
going up or down, possible style 
changes and so forth, but he 
should stick as closely as possible 
to the minimum with due allow- 
ance for trading range between 
purchases.

This line of argument has been | 
advanced frequently by opponents | 
of hand-to-mouth buying, but in| 
spite of that the new system of buy- 
ing may have its advantages. 

In the first place it keeps money 
in circulation. When people have 
ne money they don’t buy, and 
when buying falls off it strangles 
production. Hand-te-mouth buy- 
ing means small purchases With 
quick turnover and as little money 
as possible tied up in stocks. This 
enables the dealer to meet his 
bills promptly. And this means 
that the wholesaler has his cash 
sooner and is able to meet his ob- 
ligations to the manufacturer at 
an earier date. The manufacturer 
then has cash on hand to make 
his purchases at the most advan- 
tageous prices. He is relieved from 
taking on burdensome loans. The 
money is passed back to the work- 
ers almost as soon as the product 
has been placed on the market 
and there is little time lost with 
good healthy, able-bodied dollars
